Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  a  combined  Annual  Report  ior  the  years 
ending  31st  December,  1041  and  1942,  respectively.  Comparison 
with  pre-war  reports  will  show  that  several  items  are  omitted  and 
others  dealt  with  less  fully.  1  he  reasons  for  this  action  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  following  extracts  from  Ministry  of  Health  Circulars 
2604  and  2773  : 

“  I  am  to  request  that,  on  grounds  of  national  security 
care  should  be  taken  not  to  publish  in  the  Annual  Report 
complete  tables  of  local  populations,  or  quotations  from  the 
figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  which  may  enable 
any  substantial  series  of  local  populations  to  be  reconstructed 

.  .  The  same  restriction  should  apply  to  anything  which 

may  be  communicated  to  the  Press,  mentioned  in  correspon¬ 
dence,  or  otherwise  published.  .  .  .  Moreover,  no  reference 

should  be  made  to  activities  in  connection  with  wartime 
industrial,  military  or  other  developments,  such  as  extensions 
of  water  supply  or  sewerage  works,  or  other  public  utility 
undertakings." 

With  regard  to  vital  statistics  I  have  included  the  birth, 
death  and  infantile  mortality  rates  as  these,  divorced  from  the 
details  upon  which  they  have  been  calculated,  give  no  clue  to 
population,  but  permit  comparison  with  statistics  for  previous 
years. 

Every  effort  was  made  during  the  two  years  under  review  to 
maintain  essential  public  services  on  a  pre-war  scale,  insofar  as 
war-time  difficulties  permitted. 

The  continued  support  of  the  Council  and  officials  is 
gratefully  acknowledged.

(ii)  ( a )  Laboratory  Facilities. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  facilities  provided  under  this 
heading. 

(ii)  ( b )  Ambulance  Facilities. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this  Service  has  been  re¬ 
organised,  the  Council  giving  certain  assistance  in  the  matter  of 
staff  and  accommodation  in  order  that  the  Service  may  be  run 
more  efficiently  in  war  time.  The  Council  maintains  two  infectious 
diseases  ambulances,  kept  at  the  I.D.  Hospital.  Accident  and 
non-infectious  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  Grays  Division,  by  agreement  with  the  Council.  Two 
vehicles  are  provided. 

(ii)  (c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  within  the  district  eight  Nursing  Associations 
serving  South  Ockendon,  Aveley,  Purfleet,  West  Thurrock,  Grays, 
Stifford,  Little  Thurrock,  Chadwell-St.-Mary,  Tilbury,  Stanford- 
le-Hope  and  Bulphan.  In  addition,  the  Grays  Medical  Comforts 
Committee  continued  its  useful  work  during  the  year. 

(ii)  (e)  Hospitals— Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  following  hospitals  exist  in  the  Urban  District :  — 
Seamen’s  Hospital,  Tilbury  (general  and  casualty). 

Orsett  Hospital  (E.C.C.  and  casualty). 

Thurrock  I.D.  Hospital  (infectious  diseases  and  casualty). 

The  normal  peace-time  accommodation  has  been  reported 
upon  annually  up  to  1938.  For  security  reasons  it  is  considered 
inadvisable  to  give  any  detailed  facts  regarding  war-time  bed 
accommodation,  operating  theatre  facilities,  special  plant,  etc., 
as  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  all  other  authorities  concerned 
are  in  possession  of  full  information.

Legal  Proceedings.

Public  Swimming  Bath. 

During  the  year  an  arrangement  was  entered  into  w  ith  the 
London  County  Council  whereby  the  Exmouth  Swimming  Pool 
was  opened  for  public  use.  Some  initial  difficulties  arose  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  purity  of  the  bath  water,  as  indicated  by  samples 
taken  at  regular  intervals  immediately  preceding  the  changing 
of  the  water.  However,  more  efficient  chlorination  was  obtained 
and  from  this  period  onward  the  samples  gave  consistently  good 
results.  Daily  tests  for  free  chlorine  are  carried  out.
